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A  FALSE  CARLISLE  SHILLING. 

In  recent  weeks  we  have  seen  several  forgeries  of  Charles  I  Civil  War  coins,  and 
have  heard  of  others  being  offered  for  sale.  These  include  halfcrowns  of  Newark, 
Carlisle  shillings,  silver  pounds  and  half  pounds;  and  in  addition  a  William  I  “two 
ttars”  type  silver  penny.  We  believe  these  may  be  originating  from  a  source  in  the 
West  Midlands. 

The  Carlisle  shilling  illustrated  on  the  plate  opposite  may  be  compared  with  the 
coin  illustrated  on  p.  175  of  our  Standard  Catalogue.  The  metal  is  a  grey,  "dead'’ 
looking  silver,  though  it  is  possible  that  some  pieces  may  be  artificially  toned.  I  he 
edge  is  smooth  and  clean. 

THE  FABULOUS  FISHPOOL  FIND. 

Report  of  a  paper  given  to  the  British  Numismatic  Society  at  the  Warburg  Institute 
on  February  27 th  by  Miss  Marion  Archibald  of  the  Department  of  Coins  and  Medals  at 
the  British  Museum. 

On  the  22nd  March,  1966,  at  Fishpool  in  the  Parish  of  Blidworth,  formerly  a 
parish  of  the  Archbishop  of  York  and  within  the  boundaries  of  Sherwood  Forest, 
there  was  unearthed  the  largest  and  most  splendid  hoard  of  gold  coins  ever  lound  in 
the  British  Isles.

Altogether  1237  coins  have  been  recovered,  the  earliest  and  the  latest  coins  in  the 
hoard  virtually  covering  the  period  of  striking  of  the  noble,  1351-1464. 

The  hoard  consisted  of  1014  English  coins,  33  Anglo-Gallic,  13  Scottish  (Plate  22, 
no.  5),  1 1  French  and  166  coins  of  the  Dukes  of  Burgundy  (Plate  22,  no.  6),  together 
with  several  pieces  of  exquisite  jewellery  and  a  quantity  of  gold  chain. 

Edward  III 

(27  coins):  9  of  Pre-treaty  type  B  (Plate  22,  no.  1),  15  Treaty  period,  3  post¬ 
treaty. 

Richard  II 

(12  coins):  11  nobles  and  1  half-noble  muled  with  an  obverse  of  Edward  III. 
Henry  IV 

(38  coins):  1  heavy  coinage  noble  (Plate  22,  no.  2),  36  light  coinage  nobles  and 
1  half-noble. 

Henry  V 

(266  coins) :  Of  this  total  3  were  nobles  of  the  rare  type  A  with  distinctive  lettering 
and  decorative  initial  cross  and  165  were  of  type  C  (the  commonest  type);  there  were 
7  half-nobles  and  1  quarter-noble. 

Henry  VI 

(608  coins):  The  coins  of  this  reign  represented  the  largest  section  of  the  hoard. 
Of  this  total  482  were  annulet  issue  nobles.  There  were  several  new  coins  including  a 
leaf-mascle  half-noble  (nobles  and  quarter  nobles  already  known)  and  what  must  be 
identified  as  a  cross-pellet  noble,  this  issue  being  previously  unrepresented  in  gold; 
a  peculiar  feature  of  this  piece  being  the  mascle  at  the  end  of  the  obverse  legend. 
Two  nobles  were  contemporary  forgeries.  It  is  interesting  to  see  how  closely  the 
number  of  coins  of  each  issue  compares  comparatively  to  the  Bullion  tables 
published  by  Miss  Stokes  in  the  Numismatic  Chronicle. 


Edward  IV 

(63  coins) :  By  far  the  most  astonishing  thing  about  this  remarkable  hoard  is  the 
fact  that  the  63  coins  of  this  reign  are  of  the  heavy  coinage  of  1461-1464,  previously 
only  represented  by  a  mere  4  specimens.  Of  these  three  are  of  the  usual  type  with  the 
legend  beginning  at  10  o’clock  and  with  the  mm.  -/lis  and  one  with  the  legend 
beginning  at  2  o’clock  with  mm.  rose/lis,  which  is  at  present  attributed  to  the  period 
13  August  1464  to  6  March  1465  (the  Brooke  Memorial  coin).  One  of  the  63  coins  is 
a  quarter  noble  with  mm.  rose/lis,  the  first  time  we  have  had  confirmation  that  the, 
fractional  denominations  were  struck  (Plate  22,  no.  4). 

Of  the  62  heavy  nobles  several  new  varieties  can  now  be  recorded. 

Of  the  earlier  nobles  with  10  o’clock  legend  one  new  die  has  a  saltire  between  the 
e  and  D  of  cdward  and  of  the  later  coins  with  2  o’clock  legend  one  die  has  mm. 
rose/rose  and  with  a  rose  in  the  upper  two  spandrils  of  the  reverse.  Another  die  has 
mm.  rose  and  eye/rose  (Plate  22,  no.  3). 

It  has  now  been  possible  for  the  first  time  to  observe  a  sequence  of  marks  for  the 
heavy  coinage  gold,  and  in  fact  comparison  with  the  actual  letter  punches  used  on  the 
heavy  silver  coins,  principally  the  l  punch,  reveals  such  a  sequence.  Only  the  heavy 
silver  of  type  IV  with  annulet  by  the  neck  does  not  yet  seem  to  have  its  counterpart 
in  gold. 

It  is  possible  that  in  the  light  of  these  new  coins  another  look  must  be  made  at  the 
position  of  the  unique  rose/lis  Brooke  Memorial  noble.  This  coin  would  now  fit  in 
very  comfortably  between  the  -/lis  and  rose  rose  nobles.  It  may  be  that  there  were 
no  nobles  of  8s  4d  struck,  but  if  there  were,  we  have  so  far  failed  to  identify  them.

The  finest  piece  was  a  heart-shaped  openwork  brooch  decorated  in  blue  and  white. 
An  inscription  on  the  reverse  read  (in  French)  “I  am  yours  without  parting”. 

A  small  padlock  such  as  would  be  used  to  link  a  heavy  bracelet  or  necklace  was 
stated  to  have  no  parallel  at  this  time  and  was  extremely  interesting. 

There  were  also  4  rings,  a  quantity  of  gold  chain,  one  sapphire  pendant  and  one 
cross-shaped  amethyst  pendant. 

One  of  the  rings  bore  a  crest  or  device  consisting  of  a  falconry  lure  with  wings 
outspread,  a  T  above  and  fleur-de-lys  at  the  sides.  The  inside  of  the  ring  was  engraved 
“De  bon  cuer”. 

Summary 


It  has  been  estimated  that  at  the  date  of  deposition  of  the  hoard  (the  summer  of 
1463  to  the  summer  of  1464)  its  purchasing  power  was  about  £400  compared  with  a 
present  day  purchasing  power  (not  collector’s  value  which  is  of  course  much  more) 
of  about  £40,000. 

For  this  period  then,  this  represents  a  vast  sum  of  money  (in  fact  the  Assessment 
for  the  whole  of  the  County  of  Nottingham  in  1456  amounted  to  only  £910)  and  there 
has  been  as  much  speculation  as  to  who  it  was  that  concealed  it,  as  to  why. 

It  is  significant  that  only  very  few  coins  below  the  noble  in  value  were  represented 
and  these  all  exhibited  traces  of  wear  due  to  circulation,  whereas  even  the  earliest 
coins  were  all  in  near  mint  condition. 

This  hoard  cannot  therefore  have  been  the  accumulated  wealth  of  an  individual, 
and  while  one  cannot  rule  out  the  possibility  of  it  being  a  commercial  hoard,  for  this 
period  this  is  a  vast  sum  of  money  and  is  more  likely  to  have  belonged  to  someone 
very  close  to  the  Court,  or  to  one  of  the  principals  of  the  opposing  parties. 

In  fact  Sir  William  Tail  boys  who  was  captured  soon  after  the  battle  of  Hexham 
in  May  1464  was  found  to  have  in  his  possession  some  3,000  marks  (£2000),  five 
times  the  amount  represented  by  this  hoard.  It  may  be  significant  that  Sir  William 
was  a  Lancastrian  and  the  heart-shaped  brooch,  decorated  in  blue  and  white,  are 
the  Lancastrian  colours. 

It  is  hoped  that  further  research  may  throw  some  more  light  in  this  direction. 


DECIMAL  DESIGNS. 


Our  readers  are  evidently  divided  in  their  views  of  the  new  decimal  coins  which  were 
illustrated  in  the  March  Bulletin.  We  print  a  selection  of  letters  below. 

1.  Dear  Sir, — I  was  interested  to  see  the  illustrations  of  the  new  coins  in  the  March  edition 
of  the  “Coin  and  Medal”  Bulletin ,  and  also  to  read  your  article  concerning  them. 

Let  me  say  at  the  beginning  that  I  do  not  support  a  move  to  decimal  coinage  for  England; 
it  is  unnecessary,  un-English  and  unwanted.  However,  since  we  have  had  no  say  in  the  matter 
and  are  to  be  lumbered  with  it  against  our  will,  let  the  authorities  aim  at  a  well  designed 
coinage. 

On  the  whole  the  new  coins  are  pleasing;  the  design  of  the  Queen’s  head  on  the  obverse 
is  a  distinct  improvement  to  the  one  depicted  on  our  present  coins;  the  “Elizabeth  ii”  is 
satisfactory,  but  oh!  what  is  the  matter  with  “d.g.  reg.  f.d.  1971”  ?  It  is  as  if  the  artist  did  not 
really  want  to  include  the  Queen’s  titles  and  date,  but,  forced  to  do  so,  has  done  as  he  was 
told,  writh  a  “You  wanted  it  on,  there  it  is,  I  told  you  I  could  not  do  much  with  it”,  attitude. 

The  designs  on  the  reverses  of  the  coins  are  most  attractive,  and  quite,  quite  contemporary 
enough — we  do  not  wrant  any  more  monstrosities  such  as  the  1935  Jubilee  Crown  piece. 
The  thing  to  be  deplored,  and  in  no  uncertain  terms,  is  the  use  of  figures.  This  is  contrary  to 
the  usual  practice  with  English  coins  (there  have  been  odd  exceptions,  I  know)  and  is,  in  my 
opinion,  a  retrograde  step.  It  is  infantile  in  outlook,  but  no  doubt  this  has  been  done  to  bring 
us  down  to  the  level  of  European  coinage.  What  will  the  design  on  the  new  10/-  piece  be? 
Crossed  LTnion  Jack  and  French  Tricolour  on  a  background  littered  with  an  assortment  of 


continental  emblems  ? 

I  am  also  surprised  to  see  a  new  halfpenny  illustrated,  I  feel  sure  that  when  the  new  coinage 
was  originally  announced,  no  mention  was  made  of  this  coin.  Is  it  an  afterthought  ? — R.  Pemston 
Taylor.

many  rocks  on  the  ocean-bed,  and  that  all  there  is  still  left  of  the  ship,  is  now  buried 
deep  in  sand.  I  am  no  diver,  but  I  can  understand  that  even  if  there  were  no  sand,  it 
still  would  be  most  dangerous  to  work  such  a  site.  To  remove  a  layer  of  5,  6  or  even 
7  feet  of  sand  from  the  ocean-bed,  this  cannot  be  accomplished  without  suitable 
pumping  equipment. 

To  come  back  to  my  friends  who  had  brought  up  the  coins  shown  to  me!  These 
salvage  experts,  working  from  their  salvage  vessel  with  a  specially  designed  pump 
guided  by  their  divers,  had  gone  methodically  over  the  ocean-bed  and  had  brought 
up  some  100  coins — cob  dollars  and  parts  thereof — clay-pipes,  silver  forks,  grape- 
shot  and  various  other  items,  even  ship-timber. 

The  week-end  after  I  was  initiated  into  their  secret,  my  family  and  I  went  by  car 
to  Oudekraal.  At  the  appointed  time  a  rowing  boat  met  us  and  took  us  to  the  salvage 
vessel.  We  spent  a  most  enjoyable  and  interesting  afternoon  aboard.  The  divers 
went  down,  and  as  it  was  an  exceptionally  calm  and  fine  day,  we  were  actually  able 
to  observe  them  operating  on  the  ocean-bed,  some  40  feet  below  the  surface  of  the^g 
sea,  and  bring  up  some  coins.  I  may  say  here,  that  with  all  the  excitement  of  thepre-^l 
vious  hours,  I  nearly  fell  into  the  sea,  when  we  had  to  return  to  land.  I,  fully  dressed, 
shoes  and  all,  got  wet  up  to  my  knees,  but  a  good  time  was  had  by  all ! 

All  the  coins  recovered  were  of  the  same  type.  Although  they,  luckily,  were  not 
clustered  together,  most  of  them  were  fairly  heavily  encrusted.  It  became  my 
responsibility  to  remove  this  encrustation.  After  the  coins  had  been  cleared  through 
the  Department  of  Customs  and  duty  had  been  paid  on  them,  I  arranged  to  take 
them  home  and  proceeded  with  their  cleaning.  This  wras  easier  said  than  done,  and 
at  that  stage  I  did  not  yet  realise,  what  I  had  let  myself  in  for.  Cleaning  by  chemical 
or  electro-chemical  means  was  ruled  out  as  being  too  expensive.  I  therefore  resorted 
to  placing  the  coins  into  a  deep-freeze  for  a  day  and  then  dropping  them  into  a  pot 
of  boiling  water.  With  the  sudden  expansion  of  the  metal  the  encrustation  on  most 
of  the  coins  cracked  and  broke  away.  I  repeated  this  process  a  number  of  times,  until 
no  more  came  loose.  Now  I  found,  that  where  the  encrustation  had  been  removed,  a 
dense,  black  sulphide  deposit  adhering  to  the  coins  had  been  exposed.  To  clear  this 
away  proved  indeed  a  very  messy  job.  Each  coin  had  to  be  brushed  with  a  soft  nail¬ 
brush,  and  for  the  first  time  in  my  life  I  found  Lifebuoy  soap  indispensable,  not 
only  in  removing  the  blackest  of  black  sludge  from  the  coins,  but  also  in  the  cleaning 
of  my  hands  thereafter.  After  doing  only  a  few  coins,  the  water  had  to  be  changed, 
as  it  was  as  black  as  Indian  ink.  It  is  quite  unbelievable  that  all  this  blackness  came 
out  of  the  clear,  blue  sea ! 

All  the  coins,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  show  on  one  side  the  roughly  punched 
die-mark  of  the  cross,  quartering  the  arms  of  Castile  and  Leon,  and  on  the  other ,^| 
parts  of  the  Spanish  crowned  coat-of-arms.  Their  sizes  vary.  In  fact,  they  are  of  all 
shapes.  Being  haphazardly  struck  on  irregular  pieces  of  silver,  I  was  unable  to  discern 
any  dates  or  mint-marks  on  them,  but  comparing  them  with  other  similar  coins,  it 
may  be  assumed,  they  belong  to  the  reign  of  Philip  IV  who  occupied  the  throne  of 
Spain  from  1621  to  1665.  As  this  cob  money  was  chopped  off  silver  bars  or  slabs, 
the  size  of  the  coins  appears  not  to  have  mattered,  as  long  as  their  weight  was  correct. 
Some  of  these  coins  even  have  a  hole  in  them.  The  cob  dollars  of  eight  reales  weigh 
slightly  less  than  one  ounce,  the  half-dollars  or  4  reales  are  half  that  weight. 

My  function  ended  with  my  having  been  able  to  give  advice  to  the  owners  of  the 
coins  and  having  cleaned  their  treasure.  In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  mention,  that 
with  the  finding  of  these  coins  my  dream  has  come  true.  At  long  last  I  have  found 
coins  or  seen  them  found  in  my  presence.  Romantic  “Pieces  of  Eight”!  They  are  not 
only  “Treasure  from  the  Sea”,  but  having  been  recovered  off  our  South  African 
shore,  they  are  Africana  to  boot.

Part  III.  Makers  in  the  London  Area.

HUBBARD  &  WALKER  Grant ;  BDM — 

In  1883  a  partnership  or  other  amalgamation  was  formed  under  the  style  Hubbard  &  Walker 
from  the  businesses  of  two  scalemakers  John  William  Walker  (long-established)  and  William 
James  Hubbard,  both  of  Drury  Lane,  at  the  address  where  the  latter  had  started  up  in  1875. 
The  joint  business  operated  as  follows: 

1883-1902  85  Drury  Lane,  W.C.; 

1903-1921  41  Theobalds  Road,  W.C. 

(The  business  then  passed  at  the  latter  address  to  a  successor  company  Herbert  &  Sons  Ltd.). 
The  following  market  tally  has  been  noticed: 

Obv.  Around:  “M.  M.  Proctor  /  .  Covent  Garden”.  In  inner  circle:  “One  /  Shilling”. 
Rev.  Within  double  circle:  “M.M.P.”  with  “Hubbard”  above  and  “and  /  Walker”  below. 
Brass ,  30  mm. 

Matthew  Mowson  Proctor,  potato  salesman,  started  his  business  1860/61  at  570  &  571  (south 
row).  Covent  Garden  market,  where  it  still  operates  as  M.  M.  Proctor.  With  no  help  from  this 
wide  span,  the  date  of  striking  of  the  disc  can  only  be  assigned  to  somewhere  within  the  full 
span  1883-1921  of  the  Hubbard  &  Walker  business. 

HYAMS,  Hyam  Grant ;  BDM  1 1/584-5 

Hyam  Hyams  was  active  from  1813  to  1851,  initially  as  a  dealer  in  bullion  and  mainly  as  a 
working  silversmith  and  jeweller.  In  his  closing  years  he  traded  as  a  goldsmith,  watch  and 
clock  maker,  money  changer,  and  “bohemian  glass  importer”.  His  addresses  were: 

1813-18  3  Little  St.  Mary  Axe; 

1818-20  7  Castle  Street,  Houndsditch; 

1821-41  5  Castle  Street,  Houndsditch; 

1842-45  22  Cornhill; 

1845-51  59  Cornhill. 

There  was  also  a  subsidiary  address,  3  Prujean  Square,  Old  Bailey,  in  1826.  (The  street-name 
Little  St.  Mary  Axe  appears  to  have  gone  by  1830;  it  was  perhaps  the  end-portion  of  St.  Mary 
Axe  between  Houndsditch  and  Camomile  Street).  As  will  be  noted  from  the  entry  herein 
entitled  GRIFFIN  companies ,  the  immediate  previous  occupation  of  no.  22  Cornhill  was 
(1834-41)  by  Griffin  &  Hyams  in  a  similar  line  of  business;  which  was  thus  evidently  closely 
connected. 

He  signed  as  H.  Hyams ,  normally  preceded  by  Published)  by ,  on  medals  and  medalets  etc., 
none  of  which,  therefore,  he  himself  troubled  to  execute — indeed,  some  bear  also  the  signature 
A  &  M  indicating  that  they  were  executed  by  the  Birmingham  medallist  Joseph  Moore  when 
trading  as  Allen  &  Moore.  The  BDM  and  Grant  mention  a  single  medal  (the  BDM  calls  it  the 
best-known)  published  by  Hyams,  a  portrait  piece  marking  the  death  in  1836  of  Nathan  Mayer 
Rothschild.  The  following  other  discs,  of  1847  and  1848,  have  come  to  notice: 

(a)  A  brass  medalet  23  mm.  (Batty  11/424). 

The  obverse,  except  for  its  legend,  forms  a  close  copy  of  that  of  the  Victoria  Y.H. 
sovereigns  and  copper  farthings,  and  was  one  of  Allen  &  Moore’s  (variously  dated) 
stock  obverses  for  whist  markers  and  other  card  counters  that  they  issued.  This 
particular  obv.  date  clashes  with  the  subject  of  the  reverse. 

Obv.  Y.H.  of  Queen  Victoria  to  left,  truncation  signed  A  &  M.  Flanking  legend: 
“Victoria  /  Regina”  and  date  1846  below. 

Rev.  “New  Houses  of  Parliament”  curved  above.  Centre:  A  view  of  this  edifice 
from  across  the  Thames,  showing  vessels  on  the  river.  Exergue:  “Opened 
Nov:  1847”  and  below  this  a  short  line  separating  it  from  curved  signature 
“H.  Hyams  London”. 

(b)  Same  as  (a)  except  that  the  obv.  (from  the  same  head  punch)  has  date  1847  conforming 

with  the  rev.  . 

These  two  were  listed  as  nos.  1 1  and  10 respectively  in  the  present  author’s  article  To  Hanover 
Counters  (N.C.  1959)  as  pieces  allied  to  members  of  that  series.  No.  11  was  described  from  the 
British  Museum  specimen  which,  from  rev.  die  defects  including  the  last  figure  in  the  date, 
seemed  as  though  not  intended  to  have  been  issued  in  its  mule  state.  However,  the  author  now 
owns  a  specimen  from  the  undamaged  reverse  die. 

(c)  The  very  well-known  “Model  Crown”,  being  a  suggested  bimetallic  crown— gold 
centre  and  silver  surround — retaining  the  intrinsic  value  whilst  avoiding  the  cumber¬ 
some  diameter,  of  the  normal  issue  silver  crowns.  It  is  a  beautiful  ornate  little  piece, 
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with  the  exception  of  the  latter,  the  other  medals  were  struck  in  January  and  were  the 
favourites  of  the  Pittites  who  caused  their  being.  With  regard  to  Middlesex  D.  &  H.  213  bis 
1  and  bis  2  bearing  the  crude  likeness  of  Wm.  Pitt,  1789,  according  to  the  wording  they 
were  doubtless  struck  after  March  of  the  aforementioned  year. 

5  Middlesex  D.  &  H.  947:  Bust  to  the  left  of  Queen  Charlotte  that  reads  “Charlotta  Dei 
Gratia”.  Reverse:  a  crown  above  shield  worded  “Her  peoples  friend”,  with  legend  “Britons 
Honour”.  This  piece  is  quite  rare  despite  the  erroneous  classification  of  “common”  listed 
in  the  national  series  by  Dalton  and  Hamer. 

6  Middlesex  D.  &  H.  968  to  974:  Various  busts  facing  left  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  erroneously 
worded  Prince  Regent,  etc.,  dated  1789  and  Feb.  1789,  and  yet  others  undated.  No.  968  was 
termed  Lutwy che’s  folly  according  to  our  record  and  struck  between  February  12th  to  the 
25th.  It  is  most  unlikely  for  Lutwyche  to  have  made  them  after  the  leak  of  George  Ill’s 
recovery,  he  doubtless  had  parliamentary  information  that  gave  him  the  edge  over  his  com¬ 
petitors.  I  might  add  that  this  series  has  proven  false  and  misleading  to  those  who  accept  them 
as  fact,  Alfred  Owen  Aldridge  in  his  splendid  research  on  the  life  of  Thomas  Paine  under  the 
title  of  “Man  of  Reason”,  states  Paine’s  letter  to  Walker  of  February  26,  1789,  classified  the 
Prince  of  Wales  as  Regent,  I  now  wonder  if  these  tokens  misled  Thomas  Paine  by  their 
wording.  Paine  certainly  lacked  inside  governmental  information  at  that  period,  apart  from 
supposed  friendship  with  various  members  of  Parliament. 

7  Middlesex  D.  &  H.  220;  Three  quarter  bust  left  of  Dr.  Willis  (Rev.  Willis,  D.D.).  Reverse: 
Britons  /  rejoice  /  your  king’s  /  restored.  /  1789.  Artist,  Wyon;  manufacturer,  Charles  James. 

8  Middlesex  D.  &  H.  184:  George  III  bust  to  the  left,  1789.  Reverse:  legend  “Lost  to  Britan¬ 
nia’s  hopes  but  to  her  prayers  restored”.  James’  first  strike,  the  obverse,  was  muled  with 
No.  182  and  No.  183  after  February,  1789.  Artist,  Wyon.  Middlesex  D.  &  H.  932  is  similar 
with  bust  facing  right.  Reverse  has  same  wording  but  now  reads  hope,  931  is  similar  obverse 
by  Davies  and  a  mule.  No.  933  was  impressed  from  mated  dies  struck  in  February  also 
before  knowledge  of  King’s  recovery. 

Middlesex  D.  &  H.  185  is  muled,  previously  used  with  the  bust  of  William  III,  No.  186  and 
reverse  of  No.  218.  Middlesex  D.  &  H.  186  and  No.  201  are  Tom  Paine  items,  they  refer  to  a 
democratic  minded  King  and  the  Revolution  of  1688,  over  15%  of  the  18th  century  Provin¬ 
cial  token-coinage  (for  and  against)  came  into  being  through  Paine’s  writings  .  .  .  less  than 
three  per  cent  are  known. 

Middlesex  D.  &  H.  218:  Bust  to  the  left  of  Edw.  Lord  Thurlow,  1789.  Reverse:  “When  we 
forget  him,  may  God  forget  us!”  Ex:  Restored  to  health  March  1789.  Thurlow  was  a  close 
friend  of  George  III  and  knew  of  the  King’s  recovery  in  February.  No.  219  a  mule,  used 
two  months  earlier,  Pitt.  No.  934  late  issue.  Nos.  935  and  937  to  939  are  various  meaalets  that 
express  similar  sentiments  for  the  King’s  recovery,  gilt  and  issued  for  general  circulation. 
No.  1 130,  the  smaller  medalet,  was  struck  the  day  following  the  opening  of  Parliament,  1131 
similar.  With  the  exception  of  934  all  others  were  fabricated  after  March  10th,  1789. 

9  Middlesex  D.  &  H.  176,  178,  930,  931  and  936,  are  various  busts  of  George  III,  commemo¬ 
rating  the  King’s  visit  to  St.  Paul’s,  April  23rd,  1789.  Middlesex  D.  &  H.  178,  although 
omitted  details,  is  a  trial  strike  of  176  reverse  before  sun  burst  rays  were  added  over  the  Arms 
of  London  supported  by  sword  and  mace.  Middlesex  D.  &  H.  931  is  muled,  the  obverse  die 
was  previously  put  to  use  earlier  in  March  of  that  year. 

10  Hampshire  D.  &  H.  115:  Bust  to  left  Georgius  III  Dei  Gratio.  Rev:  Shield  of  Arms  with 
laurel  sprays.  Visited  Southampton  June  26,  1789.  The  obverse  die  was  used  on  116  also. 

11  Dorsetshire  D.  &  H.  12:  Bust  to  right  George  III  by  Charles  James.  Reverse:  Visited 
Weymouth  June  30,  1789.  James  struck  a  larger  piece  in  white  metal,  Dorset  D.  &  H.  1  bis, 
with  bust  of  George  III  to  left.  Reverse:  A  present  from  Weymouth  with  laurel  sprays. 

12  Devonshire  D.  &  H.  8:  Laureate  bust  of  George  III  to  the  right  Georgius  III  Rex.  Reverse: 
Arms  of  Plymouth  within  an  oval  shield  under  draped  canopy.  Legend:  Visited  Plymouth 
August  1789.  Artist,  Davies. 

Somerset  D.  &  H.  27,  struck  from  the  obverse  die  of  Devon  No.  8  with  new  reverse  die  reading 
Visited  Bath  City  September  10th,  1789. 

13  Middlesex  D.  &  H.  184  bis:  Bust  to  left  Georgius  III.  Rex.  Reverse:  Bust  to  right  Charlotte 
Regina.  1789.  The  obverse  die  was  used  by  James  on  182  and  184  in  February  and  March 
1789. 

Middlesex  D.  &  H.  1134  to  1139  are  various  busts  of  George  III  and  Queen  Charlotte  with 
different  reverses  reading  Patrons  of  Virtue,  Present  for  the  New  Year  1790,  etc.  Many  of  the 
national  series  are  not  recorded  being  in  the  class  of  souvenirs.  .  .  .  these  will  be  released  at 
a  later  date. 

Many  new  collectors  keenly  interested  in  this  series  are  at  a  loss  in  cataloguing  the 
various  pieces.  Some  object  paying  £25  for  the  illustrated  works  of  Dalton  &  Hamer 
more  so  in  view  of  the  fact  that  250  copies  were  made.  This  was  an  advertising 
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error,  100  copies  were  made  of  the  complete  set  and  some  extra  sets  of  the  Middlesex 
section.  Mr.  Arthur  W.  Waters  informs  me  that  150  copies  were  done  of  Middlesex 
separately  which  may  be  the  error  that  250  complete  sets  exist. 

I  trust  that  the  investigation  into  this  particular  period  has  served  to  detect  mules, 
errors,  etc.,  on  various  medals  and  tokens,  above  all  to  bring  forth  the  light  by  fixing 
the  true  points  of  events  that  were  overlooked.

THE  MEDAL  FOR  EGYPT  1882  AND  THE  SUDAN 
1884-1889  TO  THE  ROYAL  NAVY  AND 
ROYAL  MARINES. 

By  Capt.  W.  A.  Morgan  (Rtd.) 

When  a  man  enlists  in  the  army  he  generally  joins  a  regiment  or  branch  of  the 
service  for  the  wThoie  period  of  his  engagement,  serving  in  the  various  garrisons  and 
on  the  various  expeditions  to  which  his  regiment  is  posted,  one  can  therefore,  by 
looking  up  the  rolls  for  his  regiment,  check  his  active  service  and  verify  his  medals. 

This  is  not  the  case  with  a  man  who  joins  the  Royal  Navy  or  the  Royal  Marines. 
On  joining  the  man  is  posted  to  one  of  the  Naval  or  Marine  barracks  at  Chatham, 
Portsmouth  or  Plymouth  and  from  there  sent  in  due  course  to  join'  a  ship,  either 
commissioning  or  to  make  good  wastage  on  a  ship  commissioned.  At  the  end  of  the 
commission  the  man  will  return  to  his  barracks  and  in  due  course  be  sent  to  join 
another  ship  commissioning,  and  it  is  not  at  all  likely  to  be  the  ship  he  has  previously 
served  in. 

Naval  Medal  Rolls  are  in  alphabetical  order  from  A  to  Z  the  only  difference  to 
rank  being  that  officers  are  placed  at  the  head  of  their  initial  letter.  Registered  num¬ 
bers  for  seamen  and  regimental  and  depot  numbers  for  Marines  did  not  come  into 
the  rolls  until  1884.  One  can  therefore  appreciate  that  the  checking  of  clasps  to  the 
1882  medal  for  service  later  in  Egypt  and  the  Sudan  is  liable  to  error.  Every  care  has 
been  taken  to  marry  up  the  various  entries  but  in  a  few  cases  this  has  not  been  possible. 

The  following  abstracts  are  based  on  the  first  clasp  to  which  a  man  was  entitled 
as  this  will  in  all  probability  bear  the  name  of  his  ship,  and  it  is  quite  likely  that  this 
ship  was  not  present  at  later  operations  for  which  the  man  has  received  clasps. 

As  regards  the  clasps:  Alexandria  11th  July  is  a  naval  clasp,  only  one  such  clasp 
being  awarded  to  the  army  (Major  Tulloch  of  the  Welch  Regiment  who  was  Liaison 
Officer  with  the  Admiral  at  the  bombardment  of  Alexandria). 

The  clasp  for  tel-el-kebir  is  essentially  an  army  clasp,  although  there  was  a 
detachment  from  the  Royal  Navy  and  the  Royal  Marine  Artillery  wras  Brigaded  for 
the  action.  In  addition  a  battalion  of  Royal  Marine  Light  Infantry  was  specially  sent 
from  England  and  none  of  this  battalion  had  the  clasp  for  Alexandria  11th  July. 
There  are  cases  of  Royal  Marines  having  the  two  clasps  but  in  practically  all  these 
cases  the  clasp  for  Alexandria  11th  July  was  earned  on  board  one  of  the  15  vessels 
engaged  on  that  day.  Medals  to  the  Royal  Navy  and  one  or  two  to  Royal  Marines 
who  were  in  the  detachment,  as  opposed  to  the  battalion,  may  be  found  with  the 
single  clasp  tel-el-kebir. 

These  two  clasps  constitute  those  given  for  the  war  in  1882.  When  in  1884  the 
Kahalifa  attempted  to  reach  the  Red  Sea  ports,  ships  of  the  Royal  Navy  were  ordered 
to  Suakim  and  the  period  of  the  war  in  the  Sudan  started. 

Those  men  on  the  ships  ordered  to  Suakim  who  were  in  possession  of  the  medal 
for  1882,  either  with  or  without  clasps,  and  who  took  part  in  the  operation  from

Suakim,  received  a  clasp  to  their  medal — suakim  1884 — and  if  they  were  present  at 
either  or  both  of  the  battles  a  further  clasp  —  el-teb  —  tamaai  or  el-teb  /  tamaai, 
so  that  they  became  one  or  two  clasp  men  and  if  they  had  been  at  either  of  the 
engagements  in  1882  three  or  four  clasp  men.  Men  who  held  no  medal  for  Egypt 
received  an  undated  medal  without  a  clasp  whether  landed  or  not,  but  of  course  came 
in  for  the  battle  clasp  if  present. 

Those  men  on  the  ships  at  Suakim  in  1884  who  were  in  possession  of  the  1882 
medal  and  were  not  landed  or  engaged  are  marked  in  the  Rolls  “Not  entitled  to 
decoration”. 

The  British  prospect  of  a  railway  line  from  Suakim  to  Berber  having  failed  and 
therefore  the  attempt  ro  reach  Khartoum,  a  new  scheme  of  operations  was  planned  to 
proceed  up  the  River  Nile  by  water  —  the  only  men  fit  to  manage  this  were  the  Royal 
Navy,  so  a  detachment  was  formed  and  called  the  Nile  Flottila  and  this  detachment 
was  composed  of  all  ratings  of  seamen  and  Royal  Marines  —  they  received  the  clasp 
THE  NILE  1884-85. 

On  formation  of  the  Desert  Column  at  Kortu,  a  detachment  of  officers  and  ratings 
of  the  Royal  Navy  and  officers,  N.C.Os  and  men  of  the  Royal  Marines  was  included, 
as  Nile  steamers  were  at  Metemmeh,  the  men  of  this  detachment  received  in  addition 
the  clasp  abu  klea. 

The  main  infantry  portion  of  the  expedition  continued  up  the  River  Nile  from 
Korti,  the  Royal  Navy  assisting  with  the  boats.  An  action  was  fought  at  kirbekan  and 
those  men  of  the  Royal  Navy  present  received  the  clasp  bearing  this  name  in  addition 
to  that  for  the  nile  1884-85. 

The  attempt  to  reach  Khartoum  by  the  River  Nile  failed— General  Gordon  was 
murdered  and  the  Force  retired  back  to  Egypt. 

While  the  British  were  prepared  to  leave  the  Sudan  co  the  Madhi,  the  Madhi  was 
not  prepared  to  leave  the  prospect  of  a  port  in  the  Red  Sea  alone.  In  1885  he  advanced 
toward  the  coast  and  the  Fleet  was  again  ordered  to  Suakim,  and  this  time  all  those  so 
ordered  received  the  medal  and  clasp  suakim  1885,  or  the  clasp  to  add  to  their 
existing  medals.  An  action  was  fought  at  tofrek  and  those  engaged  received  in 
addition  to  the  clasp  for  suakim  1885  the  clasp  for  tofrek  (this  latter  clasp  never 
being  found  as  a  single  clasp. 

It  was  not  until  1889  that  the  Navy  was  called  on  for  a  detachment  to  oppose  the 
enemy,  and  those  so  called  earned  the  clasp  gemaizah.  A  second  battle  was  fought  at 
toski,  but  the  only  member  of  the  Royal  Navy  present  was  an  officer,  seconded  to 
the  Egyptian  Army,  so  one  sees  that  with  the  first  clasp  for  the  Egyptian  troubles  — 
Alexandria  11th  July,  a  naval  occasion,  one  officer  of  the  army  earns  it,  and  for  the 
last  clasp  toski,  an  army  affair,  one  officer  of  the  Royal  Navy  earns  it  —  a  very  just 
arrangement. 

While  Queen  Victoria  never  sanctioned  another  clasp  to  her  medals  of  1882  or 
1884  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Royal  Navy  were  not  prevented  in  assisting  the 
Egyptian  Forces  and  in  1891  a  detachment  from  H.M.S.  Dolphin  and  H.M.S.  Sandfly 
joined  with  the  Egyptian  soldiers  to  repulse  the  enemy  at  tokar  —  for  this  action 
H.E.  the  Khedive  gave  a  Bronze  Star,  undated,  with  the  clasp  tokar  1891 .  Permission 
to  wear  this  Star  was  given  to  those  entitled.  A  number  of  the  detachment  already 
held  one  or  other  of  the  Stars  presented  by  H.E.  The  Khedive  for  service  in  the 
earlier  actions  and  to  these  the  clasp  only  was  given. 

This  short  note  gives  an  idea  of  what  could  be  earned  in  the  manner  of  medals 
and  clasps,  the  attached  abstracts  give,  it  is  hoped,  some  idea  of  the  rarity  of  the  medals 
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with  more  than  one  clasp,  although  single  clasps  have  been  noted  for  tel-el-kebir 
and  gemaizah.  The  abstracts  are: 

“A” — those  medals  with  the  first  clasp  Alexandria  11th  July. 

CB” — those  medals  with  the  first  clasp  tel-el-kebir.* 

;;C” — those  medals  of  1882  that  earned  further  service. 

those  medals  ot  1884,  without  clasp,  that  earned  further  clasps. 

— those  medals  for  which  the  first  clasp  was  el-teb. 

'"F” — those  medals  for  which  the  first  clasp  was  tamaai. 

AT’ — those  medals  for  which  the  first  clasp  was  el-teb  /  tamaai. 

WH” — those  medals  with  first  clasp  the  nile  1884-85. 

“J” — those  medals  with  first  clasp  suakim  1885. 

■'“K” — a  four-clasp  medal  starting  with  te:-e:-kebir. 

In  these  abstracts  the  left-hand  column  gives  the  combination  of  clasps  and  the 
columns  across  the  page  the  unit.  Separate  Rolls  are  existing  for  the  Royal  Marine 
£  Artillery  and  Royal  Marine  Light  Infantry  after  Alexandria  and  a  separate  roll  is 
present  for  the  Nile  Flotilla,  therefore  columns  have  been  included  for  these  groups. 

The  greatest  number  of  clasps  earned  by  any  officer  or  man  is  four.  Five 
having  been  traced  starting  with  Alexandria  1 1th  July  and  one  starting  with  tel-el- 
kebir.

COOLE,  A.  B.,  KOZOMO,  H.  and  BOWKER,  H.  F.  Encyclopedia  of  Chinese  Coins. 
Vol.  I.  Bibliography  of  Far  Eastern  Numismatology  and  a  coin  index.  (Kansas,  1967).  viii, 
581  pages  (9"x6")  with  85  portraits.  Price  £6  5s  +  postage  5s. 

In  1965  Mr.  A.  B.  Code  gave  notice  that  he  was  commencing  work  on  a  9  (!)  volume 
Encyclopedia  of  Chinese  Coins,  and  hoped  that  the  first  volume  would  appear  in  1966.  Now, 
in  1967,  the  publication  of  volume  one  is  achieved  in  the  form  of  the  book  at  present  under 
review.  This  scholarly,  detailed,  collective  work  is  surely  the  greatest  contribution  ever  made 
in  this  branch  of  numismatics  and,  when  the  nine  volumes  are  completed,  it  will  certainly 
be  impossible  for  any  scholar  who  aims  to  make  a  contribution  in  this  field  to  do  so  without 
this  encyclopedia  on  his  bookshelves. 

Basically  the  text  comprises  a  very  lengthy  bibliography  of  Far  Eastern  Numismatics 
(420  pages)  and  an  index  to  all  known  Chinese  coins  arranged  by  the  first  character  of  the 
inscription  and  cross-referenced  to  the  items  in  the  bibliography,  altogether  a  most  formidable 
undertaking  carried  out  with  scrupulous  accuracy.  But  this  is  not  all ;  the  whole  of  this  enormous 
corpus  of  numismatic  material  is  rendered  easier  of  access  by  reason  of  the  excellent  indexing 
of  both  Chinese  and  Japanese  works  and  by  the  arrangement  of  the  characters  under  stroke 
counts.  Finally  the  text  is  enlivened  by  the  portraits  of  many  of  the  recent  workers  in  this 
field  and  by  some  short  biographies. 

For  the  scholar,  perhaps  the  most  valuable  parts  of  the  work  are  the  references  to  Chinese 
and  Japanese  literature  on  numismatics.  The  greater  number  of  these  will  be  unknown  to 
most  workers  since  few  of  these  items  can  be  consulted  in  the  great  European  libraries.  Even 
in  China  the  position  may  not  be  much  better  for  the  noted  Chinese  coin  collector  Shih  Hsiang- 
Tsai,  writing  in  1937,  testifies  to  the  immense  help  he  and  his  father  Shih  Yii-Kang  would 
have  found  in  Mr.  Code’s  earlier  work  “Coins  in  China’s  History”  had  it  been  available 
when  they  began  their  studies.  Indeed  this  bibliography  has  only  been  possible  of  achievement 
by  virtue  of  the  immense  collection  of  relevant  books  and  papers  accumulated  over  nearly 
six  decades  by  Mr.  Code  and  now  occupying  some  96  feet  of  shelving!  But,  even  so,  the 
author  has  been  additionally  fortunate  in  his  two  collaborators,  Commander  H.  F.  Bowker, 
author  of  the  celebrated  monograph  “A  Numismatic  Bibliography  of  the  Far  East”  (1943), 
and  Hitoshi  Kozono,  a  very  noted  Japanese  collector  of  East  Asian  coins. 

It  would  obviously  be  impossible  to  produce  a  work  of  this  magnitude  without  some 
deficiences  and  inaccuracies.  Of  the  former  perhaps  the  most  serious  is  the  failure  to  cite 
some  of  the  more  recent  Russian  works  by  such  scholars  as  O.  I.  Smirnova,  D.  I.  Moshnyagin, 
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A.  B.  Zhuk  and  others.  Again,  it  would  have  been  helpful  to  have  dates  for  more  of  the  Chinese 
authors,  e.g.  Tai  Hsi  lived  from  1801  to  1860  and  Wang  I-Jung  1845  to  1900.  Incidentally, 
Code  does  not  mention  that  the  work  by  the  former,  the  Ku  Ch’tian  ts'ung  hua  was  originally 
printed  in  the  collectanea  P'an  k'o  wu  chung  by  P’an  Tsu-yin  nor  that  Mr.  Wang  was  the  first 
student  of  the  Honan  Oracle  Bones,  a  fact  which  gives  his  epigraphical  readings  special 
authority.  Similarly,  in  the  Japanese  section  queries  arise:  the  Kohon  Senkakan  of  1798  is 
said  here  to  be  in  12  volumes  but  is  usually  quoted  as  in  20  (  ?),  whilst  the  Chinsen  Kihin  Zuroku 
by  Omura  Shigetomi  (and  one  is  glad  to  find  this  name  authoritatively  thus  read  instead  of  the 
long  current  “Moritomi”)  is  undated  but,  I  think,  has  in  fact,  a  postface  dating  it  to  1817. 
Such  things  by  way  of  sample  but  nowhere  did  I  find  anything  that  would  lead  the  relatively 
uninformed  student  seriously  astray. 

Proof  reading  has  been  done  with  immense  care;  here  and  there  a  Chinese  character  has 
been  misplaced  and  tiny  slips  such  as  “intelligentia”  (page  99)  occur  but  they  are  mere  trivia, 
as  are  all  these  criticisms,  which  are  noticed  here  simply  to  show  that  the  eulogies  bestowed 
by  the  present  reviewer  have  been  made  only  after  careful  reading  and  from  some  knowledge 
of  the  subject. 

A  few  infelicities  of  style — for  example,  a  split  infinitive  on  page  V  and  a  sprinkling  of 
American  colloquialisms — really  only  serve  to  show  the  author  as  the  modest,  warm¬ 
hearted  and  likeable  scholar  that  he  must  so  obviously  be  in  order  to  command  such  ready 
collaboration  from  so  many  of  his  friends.  (In  passing  one  is  reminded  that  we  really  shall 
have  to  sort  out  the  connotations  of  “numismatics”,  “numismatology”  and  now  “numis- 
matography” ! !. 

The  production  is  truly  splendid  and  the  price  extraordinarily  cheap  having  in  mind  the 
complicated  type-setting  in  English,  Chinese  and  Japanese:  a  similar  British  production 
would  surely  be  marketed  at  more  than  twice  this  sum.  We  look  forward  to  the  further  volumes 
appearing  with  great  regularity,  certain  that  they  can  but  confirm  our  admiration  of  an  author 
who  has,  almost  alone,  surveyed,  in  detail,  a  vast  field  of  learning  itself  only  a  little  less 
demanding  than,  say.  that  of  Indian  numismatics  which  has  commanded  the  labours  of  dozens 
of  scholars  of  the  highest  repute  and  yet  is  still  very  incomplete. — F.  A.  Turk.

The  Captain’s  Sea  Chest.  I  am  afraid  that  in  boxing  cant,  Mr.  Meldrum  is  “all  abroad” 
over  H.M.S.  Emma  and  Mr.  Downs  her  Chief  Officer  (or  should  he  be  First  Lieutenant  ?) 

The  Emma  may  well  have  been  graceful  but  she  was  not  a  regular  war-ship  in  the  Royal 
Navy.  A  “Government  ship”  (more  correctly,  an  “Armed  vessel”,  hired  or  bought  by  the  Navy 
for  convoy  escort  duties,  or  as  a  transport)  of  this  name  took  part  in  the  capture  of  Port  Louis 
in  The  Isle  de  France  (Mauritius)  in  1810;  her  acting  Captain  was  Benjamin  Street.  I  can  find 
no  later  record  of  this  vessel,  which  probably  reverted  to  her  normal  occupation  of  trading 
between  London  and  India  after  1815.  Nor  can  I  find  another  mention  of  Captain  Street. 

The  name  Emma ,  however  romantic  in  its  connections,  is  not  likely  to  have  been  acceptable 
to  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty,  or  to  the  Service  in  general,  which  still  remembered  Nelson’s 
indiscretions  at  Naples  with  mixed  feelings. 

“Mr.  Downs”  is,  I  regret  to  say,  as  fictitious  as  Mr.  Meldrum’s  graphic  account  of  his 
hero’s  activities.  The  letter  is,  in  fact,  unsigned  (though  possibly  written  by  James  Bolton),  and 
is  dated  “Emma  18th  May  Downs”.  Is  Mr.  Meldrum  pulling  all  our  legs,  or  does  he  really 
not  know  that  “The  Downs”,  off  Deal  and  Ramsgate,  was  (and  still  is)  the  normal  anchorage 
for  ships  homeward  bound  from  many  parts  of  the  world  ? 

The  Navy  List  for  1826  contains  the  names  of  twro  Lieutenants  called  Downes  (note  this 
spelling),  both  of  whom  served  on  the  East  India  Station,  but  neither  of  them  fits  Mr.  Meldrum’s 
character. 

The  “Fleet”  mentioned  must  be  the  East  India  fleet,  laden  with  tea  and  other  goods  from 
India  and  China,  and  the  money  described  in  the  letter  was  obviously  the  result  of  Captain 
North’s  personal  trade — a  perquisite  allowed  to  every  officer  and  man  in  the  Honourable 
Company’s  service — and  the  dollars  and  other  coins  may  well  have  been  destined  for  sale  to 
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the  Royal  Mint,  where  bullion  was  still  urgently  required  to  sustain  the  great  new  coinage 
initiated  in  1817  by  Lord  Liverpool’s  Government.  Most  of  this  bullion  was  bought  from 
private  persons  and  especially  from  naval  and  merchant  captains — who  wished  to  take 
advantage  ol  the  Act  ot  1819,  which  abolished  all  restrictions  on  the  importation  of  bullion, 
thereby  encouraging  private  enterprise. 

Mr.  Meldrum’s  story  is  admittedly  fictional  in  parts,  but  it  is  well  told  and  numismatically 
accurate;  what  a  pity  it  is  that  he  put  two  and  two  together  and  made  at  least  six  out  of  the 
letter:  but  perhaps  1  have  made  more  than  this  and  I  may  be  just  as  wrong! — J.  D.  A.  Thompson. 

Dead  Man’s  Chest.  I  have  just  read  Philip  T.  Zvleldrum’s  extremely  interesting  article, 
The^  Captain  s  Sea  Chest”  (January  issue),  and  feel  I  should  point  out  that  the  “dead  man’s 
chest  referred  to  in  the  song  is  not  a  sea-chest  but  a  small  island,  once  the  haunt  of  pirates, 
in  the  British  Virgin  Islands  of  the  West  Indies.  It  gets  its  name  from  the  fact  that  it  is  shaped 
rather  like  a  coffin.  Dare  I  mention  that  this  is  a  fact  known  to  stamp  collectors,  since  the 
Dead  Man’s  Chest  appears  on  the  current  4  cents  stamp  of  that  colony! — James  A.  Mackay.

An  Aureus  of  Vespasian  from  Caersws.  An  inquest  jury  at  Caersws  on  Saturday 
morning  decided  that  the  legal  owner  of  an  ancient  gold  coin  found  there  was  the  finder,  and 
not  the  Crown,  fhe  coin,  a  gold  aureus  dated  a.d.  79  of  the  reign  of  the  Emperor  Vespasian, 
is  in  mint  condition  despite  being  buried  for  almost  1900  years  under  five  feet  of  Welsh  clay. 

As  a  result  of  the  Coroner’s  inquest  an  18-year-old  University  student,  David  Hook,  of 
St.  Catherine’s  College,  Oxford,  became  the  proud  owner  of  the  rare  Roman  coin,  which  he 
unearthed  during  archaeological  excavations  last  August  at  the  site  of  the  Roman  Fort  at 
Caersws.  The  jury  decided  that  the  coin  was  not  “treasure  trove”. 

Dr.  Barri  Jones,  who  holds  the  Chair  of  Celtic  Studies  of  the  University  of  Manchester, 
was  the  leader  of  the  excavation  team.  He  told  the  Montgomeryshire  County  Coroner,  Mr. 
O.  Gilbert  Davies,  Welshpool,  that  only  12  other  such  coins  were  known  to  exist  in  Britain. 
It  represented  three  months  pay  of  an  officer  of  the  Roman  Legion — only  officers  were  paid  in 
gold.  Dr.  Jones  said  it  was  certainly  a  coveted  Museum  piece,  and  could  realise  up  to  £100 
in  the  open  market. 

The  Coroner  said  the  archaelogists  had  an  agreement  with  the  owner  of  the  land,  Mr. 
William  Brown,  Pendref  Farm,  that  any  finds  should  be  his  property,  and  he  expressed  the 
hope  that  the  coin  should  go  to  the  Welsh  National  Museum. 

The  Caersws  excavations  are  financed  by  the  Board  of  Celtic  Studies  of  the  Universities 
of  Manchester  and  Newcastle,  and  were  directed  by  Dr.  Barri  Jones,  Dr.  C.  M.  Daniel  and 
Mr.  W.  G.  Putnam  (formerly  of  Newtown).  In  April  the  team  plans  to  excavate  a  section  of  the 
Roman  Fort  lying  near  Caersws  Railway  Goods  Yard,  and  local  volunteers  who  wish  to  help 
are  asked  to  get  in  touch  with  Mr.  David  Hall,  at  the  Further  Education  Offices,  Newtown,  or 
Dr.  Barri  Jones  at  Manchester  University. — Montgomery  County  Times,  17  February,  1968. 

The  Mattishall  Treasure  Trove.  Norwich  Museum  on  Monday  acquired  a  Roman 
pot — and  two  men  will  share  in  the  market  value  of  the  1100  Roman  coins  found  with  it.  The 
coins  were  found  on  a  housing  site  at  Walnut  Tree  Farm  at  Mattishall  in  January,  since  when 
they  have  been  dated  and  cleaned  and  were  produced  at  an  inquest  at  Dereham  on  Monday, 
when  they  were  pronounced  to  be  treasure  trove. 

Two-thirds  of  their  value  will  go  to  Mr.  Charles  Lovick,  a  24-year-old  labourer,  of  Park 
Farm  Cottages,  Whinburgh,  and  a  third  to  Mr.  Wilfred  Tyrrell,  of  Globe  Place,  Norwich,  the 
builder  on  the  site. 

Miss  Barbara  Green,  Keeper  of  Archaeology  at  Norwich  Museum,  said  that  the  coins 
dated  from  a.d.  154  to  268.  It  was  a  time  of  crises  in  the  Roman  Empire:  there  were  pirates 
off  the  British  East  Coast,  uncertainty  in  the  government  and  debasement  of  the  coinage.  The 
later  coins  found  at  Mattishall  were  very  much  more  debased  than  the  earlier  ones.  It  was 
reasonable  to  suggest  that  the  coins  were  concealed  in  about  the  year  270  and  the  evidence 
pointed  to  the  shallow  pit  in  which  they  were  found  being  dug  out  specifically  to  bury  them. 

The  value  of  the  coins — the  first  evidence  of  any  Roman  occupation  in  the  area — depended 
on  the  scarcity  of  each  individual  coin,  Miss  Green  said.  The  majority  were  fairly  common 
but  there  were  some  extremely  interesting  coins  among  them. 

After  the  jury  had  found  that  the  coins  were  treasure  trove,  Mr.  Tyrrell  was  told  that  the 
pot  was  his.  He  immediately  gave  it  to  Norwich  Museum. — Dereham  Times,  16  February,  1968. 

The  Bolton  Percy  Styca  Hoard.  A  hoard  of  1,500  old  English  coins,  probably  hidden 
from  Viking  invaders  in  the  ninth  century,  have  been  unearthed  in  a  field  at  Bolton  Percy, 
near  York.  They  had  been  buried  in  a  pot.  Mr.  G.  F.  Willmot,  keeper  of  the  Yorkshire  Museum 
in  York,  where  the  coins  are  being  cleaned  and  sorted,  is  of  the  view  that  they  were  buried 
when  the  Danes  attacked  and  captured  the  city  in  867.  Minted  in  the  north,  which  had  its
